1. The response filed 6/909 has been received and considered. Claims 1-3, 5-12, 15-25, 27 
and 28 are presented for examination. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 6/9/09 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. It is noted that Applicant has submitted 13 information disclosure statements containing 
numerous references with the filing of this Request for Continued Examination. Upon review by 
the Examiner, many of these references were found to be not pertinent to the claimed invention. 
The listing of references on the face of a published patent that have nothing to do with the 
technology taught by the patent provide no benefit to the public when trying to find pertinent and 
relevant art relating to the patented technology.
